The closest 
prior art of Kaino {Reports on Progress in Polymer Physics in Japan 2000, 433-466) 
teaches that fluorination of polyimides is preferred over deuteration due to fluorine 
substitution leading to prevention of penetration of moisture into the polymer compared 
to the deuterium substitution. See page 435. Therefore, claims 1, 3-10. 15. and 17-18 
are allowed.
